The shields are 18} feet in diameter, 
walls 2} inches thick and they 
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weigh 120 tons. They operate like 
great steel moles, burrowing, under 
the pressure of hydraulic jacks, 
ahead of the workers, who excavate 
the earth from within. Each of the 
pair of tunnels will be approxi- 
mately a mile long, and excavation 
work is expected to be finished by 
January, 1932. Completion of the 
tunnels will require about three and 
one-half years.
